MBA DEBATE TEAM OPENS FALL PROGRAM WITH USUAL DISTINCTION 


The MBA Debate team began the season at the National Earlybird Tournament held at 
Wake Forest University with 117 schools competing in debate and individual events. The 
MBA varsity team, made up of Jonathan Reeve and Eugene Park, reached the elimination 
rounds, as did the junior varsity team comprised of Will Gray and Bill Sastry. 

At the Maplewood Invitational Tournament on September 30 and October 1, 17 schools 
were involved in the competition, which concluded with the varsity first-place debate 
trophy awarded to MBA debaters Eugene Park and Babu Paruchuri who compiled a perfect 
4-0 record and successfully defended the championship won by last year’s team. Addi¬ 
tionally, Brad Griffin won third place in humorous interpretation after perfect pre¬ 
liminary rounds. 

The junior varsity team of Hal Jones and Will Gray traveled to Des Moines, Iowa, 
to match skills with 60 other teams from throughout the Midwest. This MBA team compiled 
a record of 4 wins and 1 loss and placed fifth in the division. Hal Jones was 6th place 
individual speaker at the tournament. 

The MBA Debate team competed against 31 schools in debate and individual events 
on Saturday, October 15, at the Woodbury Invitational Tournament. In varsity debate, 
the MBA team of Babu Paruchuri and Will Gray placed first in the varsity division, 
edging out teammates Jonathan Reeve and Eugene Park who finished third. In fourth 
place was the MBA team of Hal Jones and Craig Davis. 

In the novice division, MBA’s Warren Connally was selected the Most Outstanding 
Debater at the tournament by virtue of his winning the first-place individual speaker 
award in novice. Also receiving a top-ten speaker award in novice was Garrett Kyle 
and John Wesley. The MBA team of Warren Connally and John Wesley finished in third 
place as a novice team after losing only one round. 

In individual events. Brad Griffin placed second in humorous interpretation of 
literature. With a strong showing in debate and with Brad’s second place win, MBA 
placed third in tournament sweepstakes. 

The MBA Debate team won first place at the Hunter’s Lane Tournament over the 
weekend of October 28. Our team of Joon-Ho Yu and Eugene Park compiled a record of 
four wins and no losses to place first in the varsity division. Meanwhile, Brad Griffin 
placed second in humorous interpretation of literature at the tournament in Calhoun, 
Georgia, this same weekend. Brad compiled a preliminary record of four first places 
and one second in preliminary competition and placed second in the final round which 
had contestants from five states. 

Recently, the MBA team of Jonathan Reeve and Eugene Park placed ninth at the St. 
Mark’s Invitational Tournament in Dallas. Overall there were 94 teams in the two-day 
event.
